For the last eight years, 
John Dunn has been can¬ 
vassing for the Heart and 
Stroke Foundation along Ott 
Road. 

The 79year-old Stevensville 
resident decided it was time 
to give back to the commu¬ 
nity and to heart and stroke 
research when he underwent 
a procedure to have a stent 
placed inside his body. 

A stent is a small mesh 
tube used to treat narrow or 
weak arteries and without it, 
Dunn says he probably 
wouldn’t be alive. 

When doctors put the stent 
inside his body, Dunn says 
they used a tool to insert it 
inside his heart. 

"A stent, which is a little 
tube made of special materi¬ 
als was inserted and then it 
inflated like a balloon inside 
my artery. Then it was deflat¬ 
ed. The artery closes around

“I think you’re kidding 
yourself if you think heart- 
related problems can’t 
happen to you. Just look at 
the death notices in the 
paper and you can see peo¬ 
ple 35, 45, and even 55 
year-old people dying from 
heart-related issues.” 

Dunn says it’s never too 
early for a person to start 
thinking about heart health 
making sure to eat the right 

“Heart issues are a very 
real thing to take seriously. 
I used to love eating foods 
like french fries, but I can’t 
eat them anymore. I don’t 
eat doughnuts anymore, 
but it’s not that hard. It’s 
something I have to do and 
it gets easier.” 

Since the Heart and 
Stroke Foundation started, 
it has made many advance¬ 
ments in heart and stroke 
research and it has made 
medical procedures less 
intrusive, says Dunn. 

Since his father died, the 
advocate for heart health 
says he has seen how pro¬ 


cedures have changed sig¬ 
nificantly. 

“The stent in my ticker is 
what keeps me going. When 
my dad had problems, they 
couldn’t do anything for 
him. But, with research, so 
much has changed.” 

Now that Dunn has a new 
lease on life, he is able to 
walk, exercise and do 
almost anything he wants 
to—which wouldn’t be pos¬ 
sible without the many 
hours of research into heart 
and stroke related issues. 

Dunn says there are 
many ways to support to 
the Heart and Stroke 
Foundation and it doesn’t 
have to involve money. 
Supporting the foundation 
can also mean taking the 
time to volunteer for 


For now, Dunn says he’ll 
canvass for as long as he 
can for the Heart and Stroke 
Foundation—he’ll also 
maintain his healthy life¬ 
style by eating right and 
walking at least three times 
a week for 20 minutes. 

Amanda Rogers, program 
co-ordinator for the Heart 
and Stroke Foundation, 
says there are currently 28 
canvassers in Stevensville, 
17 in Fort Erie and there 
are no volunteers canvass¬ 
ing in Ridgeway or Crystal 
Beach. 

She says there are many 
routes available for anyone 
who is interested in col¬ 
lecting donations for the 
Heart and Stroke 
Foundation. 

“We need as many vol¬ 
unteers as we can get. 
There are still lots of routes 
left in Fort Erie that need to 
be covered.” 

There is also another 
event scheduled on May 
21—The Heart and Stroke 
Big Bike event set for May 
21 at The Place 
on Garrison 
Road.

When tourists come to 
visit the Town of Fort Erie, 
they might ask why there is 
no public swimming pool, 
Joyce Lea told councillors 
during Monday’s council 
meeting. 

The vice-chair of the 


Kinsman Pool Fundraising 
Committee made a formal 
presentation on behalf of the 
committee, to express her 
disappointment in council’s 
decision not to include a 
strategy plan for a new pool 
in the 2012 budget. 

The committee was dedi¬ 
cated to raising $1 million 
through grants and corpo¬ 
rate sponsors. 

Lea told councillors the 
fundraising committee 
could not continue fundrais¬ 
ing for the pool because no 
organizations would give 
donations without the sup¬ 
port of the Town. 

In addition to raising $1 
million in funds, the com¬ 
mittee hoped the Town

would give $325,000 to kick 
start a fundraising strategy 
for the pool next year. 

The hope was that the 
Town would give this amount 
each year for the next five 
years, said Lea. 

The fundraising commit¬ 
tee did everything they were 
asked to do —the committee 
provided petitions to show 
community support for a 
new pool, raised money for 
the pool, and helped fund a 
feasibility study which was 
provided to councillors, Lea 
said. 

"We always hear how

Ward 1 Coun. Stephen 
Passero, who also sits on the 
fundraising committee, told 
the Times he would make 
sure council will revisit the 
issue of the Kinsmen pool 
next year, 

"It will be the first motion I 
make as part of the budget 
for 2013." 

The pool will remain 
closed this summer, but 
there have been no discus¬ 
sion about what will happen 
to the facilities and whether 
or not they will be boarded 
up, Passero added. 

The councillor said not 
everyone will be happen 
with the choices councillors 
make when it comes to bud¬ 


get time, but council must 
make these types of deci- 

"Councillors felt certain 
projects were more impor¬ 
tant at this time. Four coun¬ 
cillors voted no to the pool 
and three councillors voted 
in favour." 

The next step for people 
who support the construc¬ 
tion of a new pool should 
express their support to the 
fundraising committee when 
the issue returns during next 
year's budget talks, Passero

very expensive—it costs 
between $9,000 to $12,000 
a year and that's why it is 
important the school holds 
fundraiser during the year 
to keep it going, says 
Barker.

Despite the large 
expense of the program, 
Barker says it is a worth¬ 
while to have it at the 
school because of the ben¬ 
efits to the students. 

"Teachers have said stu¬ 
dents are able to concen¬ 
trate better, they are less 
finicky and there are less 
grumbling tummies in the 
classroom.’’

Committee diasspointed with 
decision to close Kinsman pool 


Dear Editor, 

The Kinsmen Pool 
Committee put their fund¬ 
raising on hold for this year 
because without town sup¬ 
port, the committee can't 
move forward. 

We asked for it to be includ¬ 
ed in the 2013 budget, how¬ 
ever council voted no. 

Fort Erie is one of the select 
few municipalities in Niagara 
that does not have a public 

The pool will be closed this 
year and forever without the 
support of this council. 

I want to speak about the 
committee's dissapointment 
in Town council’s decision to 
not commence a funding 
strategy for the replacement 
of the Kinsmen Pool. 

This swimming facility 
would have given our youth, 
who would be one of the 
main benefactors of this pool 
the experience of an afford¬ 
able activity for those who 
could not afford other activi¬ 
ties such as hockey. 

They would have had a life 
guard for their safety, a place 
to learn to swim plus water 
safety lessons that can't be 
learned by swimming in the 
river, or beach—that is if you 
can find a beach that is not 
contaminated for part of the 
summer. 

Our committee was 
charged with the responsibil¬ 
ity of demonstrating commu¬ 
nity support and demand for 
the pool. We didn’t come 
before council and tell them 
it was there, we demonstrat¬ 
ed it 


We took $10,000 from our 
fundraised dollars and along 
with $35,000 the previous 
council authorized, a study 
was done that analyzed the 
facts of pool usage, demand, 
and support for a new facility. 
That study showed that the 
demand exists for a new 

It demonstrated what other 
municipalities like Niagara- 
on-the-Lake and Thorold 
already know - public pools 
are a necessity, and they have 
both built new ones in the 
past few years. 

One of the heavily debated 
items of last year was the 
$372,000 reserve funds plus 
400,000 from the sale of the 
light house keepers dwelling 
to refurbish the light house. 

I don’t seem to recall the 
outpouring of support for the 
lighthouse. A survey was 
done a few years ago and res¬ 
idents deemed the lighthouse 
to be the least of their con- 

The lighthouse committee 
raised $200 toward their proj - 
ect. Our committee raised 
close to $20,000. 

They got close to $400,000 
of tax payers' money when 
council chose to raid the 
facilities reserve fund to find 
the money to pay for the 


The difference with the 
money council spent on the 
lighthouse is they broke their 
promise to replace it. 

I know because I was here 
for many of the lighthouse 
discussions. I supported the 
lighthouse decision 
I'm not trying to pit one 


project vs the other, I'm look¬ 
ing for consistency. 

Had council followed 
through on their promise to 
replace the money, it would 
have created the tax room 
necessary over the next five 
years to replace the pool 
combined with the million 
dollars that Councillor 
Passero and the committee 
pledged to raise. 

We would have done it. 
The only people who don’t 
seem to understand the pas¬ 
sion and desire to see this 
pool replaced are some of the 
councilors. 

It's sad our fund raising 
will be put on hold for this 
year as we are unable to apply 
for grants or corporate spon¬ 
sors without the Town 
endorsing a fundraising strat¬ 
egy for the municipal contri¬ 
bution first. 

On behalf of the commit¬ 
tee - we would like to offer a 
sincere thank you and heart¬ 
felt gratitude to everyone that 
helped out in any with our 
fundraising activities, and to 
the majority of residents who 
support our desire to see a 
pool built. 

I am hoping that a year 
from now council will make a 
swimming pool a budget pri-

There is currently a dig¬ 
ital billboard within 200 
meters of the Queen 
Street owner's property, 
which sits on a property 
owned by the Buffalo and 
Fort Erie Public Bridge 
Authority. 

The by-law for bill¬ 
boards was written in 
1999 and its intent was to 
avoid congestion of 
advertising signage in 
areas in Fort Erie with a 
high volume of traffic. 

Collard said the bylaw 
for signs is out-of-date 
because it does not 
include provisions for 
digital signs and it 
deserves to be reviewed. 

The councillor also 


asked that the staff 
report include a list of 
existing billboards 
along Garrison Road. 

Richard 
Shular said he support¬ 
ed Collard's request but 
he wanted to know 
when the staff report 
would be brought to 
council.

W hen the United Nations signed its charter in San Francisco in 
1945, it became the first international body to proclaim gender 
equality as a fundamental human right.

Learning how to spell is 
an important part of edu¬ 
cation that can be difficult 
for most adults. 

For Marais Walpole, cor¬ 
rectly spelling a word is as 
easy as tying her shoelac- 

The Grade 8 student at 
St. George Elementary 
School recently represent¬ 
ed her school in the 
Niagara Catholic District 
School Board’s spelling 
bee and she secured sec¬ 
ond place.

Steven Ward, principal. 

Ward says he is proud to 
have Walpole represent St.

In an attempt to save 
Jarvis Street Pharma 


(JSP), the plant filed a 
notice of intention on 
last week to restructure 
under the Bankruptcy 
and Insolvency act. 

In October, a task force 
was formed to assess the 
state of the struggling 
plant and to look at pos¬ 
sible solutions to keep 
the plant open. 

The task force consist¬ 
ed of members from the 
plant, the Town, the Fort 
Erie Economic 


Development and 
Tourism Corporation, 
and the International 
Associationof Machinists 
and Aerospace Workers. 

The task force com¬ 
mission Deloitte, a busi¬ 
ness consultant agency, 
which suggested a num¬ 
ber of options such as 
shutting down the busi¬ 
ness and selling its 
assets. But, the task force 
decided to reject that 
option and it favoured a 


restructuring of the com- 

Ephriam Kandelshein, 
president of JSP, said the 
restructuring means the 
company will formulate 
a plan to maintain as 
many jobs as possible to 
make it more viable and 
attractive for a potential 
buyer. 

There are more than 
200 people currently 
employed at the plant in 
Fort Erie. It is not certain 


yet how many jobs will 
be saved by the restruc¬ 
turing, but the company 
is maintaining a positive 
attitude, he said. 

“We are trying our best 
to secure as many jobs— 
hopefully the process 
will work.” 

Kenneth Kraft, a law¬ 
yer representing JSP, said 
the restructuring of the 
company could take up 
to six months, but he 
expects it to be finished 


within three to four 
months. 

The plant, which pro¬ 
duces pharmaceutical 
products, was originally 
part of a larger company 
that was sold to a buyer 
who did not want to 
retain the Fort Erie oper¬ 
ation. Instead of aban¬ 
doning Fort Erie's plant, 
the business was given a 
name change and it has 
continued to operate on 
its own.
